sure him of their cnntinittid friendship and 
welcome I i n h >rne.

any friends I do not v»lu* the to as wonh 
a cent to me or to any one.

except out of doors.

Thu 
grand jury «a« asked to find an indict- 
ment for keeping liquor for sala against 
McUBulIy, the man to whom I leased the 
tbe hotel, but found none. Yet I was 
conv.cted upon the same evid- nee that 
was produced ag/)iust McCatilly. If it 
was i sufficient in disease it seems strange 
that it was suftio eut in mine.
